Your attention has been Invite^ by an essay 


read before one of the earlier meetings of the 
J nstitute, to the consideration of the subject of 
sumptuary legislation, a theme in Itself suf- 
liclently comprehensive to furnish a season's 
entertainment. 


The American people are particularly sensi- 


tive to any encroachment upon their personal 
01 individual rights, and probably (be most dif- 
fteull poi:.t for a republican goveinment to de- 
(ide Is, just how fat it is warranted in restrain- 
ing the individual for the benefit or protection 
I'flhe many. 


Torsonal liWrty secures to every Individual 


tho fight to pursue his own happiness and 
pleasure in such manner as ho may choose, so 
l,.r as not to encroach upon the rights of others. 
Independence of thought is absolute, und can- 
lu.t be abridged. Any effort to restrict it must 
nocpuiarily be futile, at the same time that It is 
nfjilicssive and unwairnntablc. 


Independence of expression, popularly called 


" I'lcedom of speech," may be restricted, or even 
suppressed, by tho despotism of society or gov- 
enirucnt, but such interference is always dan- 
gerous to libcity. It is only in rare cases, with 
un'excited condition of public mind, tliat It can 
be tolerated at all, and it is even then ques- 
tionable whether it is not productive of more 
eiil than good. 


Independence of action, In all that pertains 


slnctly to oneself, Is equally the prerogative of 
all, and should be jealously guarded ; but the 
gioat difliculty encountered is to ascertain at 
Just what point Individual action trenches upon 
the. rights and liberties of others, for that is the 
point at which it becomes the right and duty 
ol government to inteifore. There are some 
Instances in which the authority of law is ex- 
ercised lo restrain individual action, where its 
relation to others is difficult to peiceive, as In 
the case of iin Attempted suicide of one entire- 
ly tree from family ties 01 personal obligations. 
Though brought Into existence by no act or 


ao4 luicurtoiu Hvliig-.cuUivaliii|jthroii(;hout the 
torlal structure ha tills of recttteis expenditure, 
sufficient'' to "uailVWprana'fWn of ordinary re- 
sources, and which-is fasUovcryiicMng this 
country with moral baiik'rnptey; 'Pofliis source 
may be traced the peculations and defalcations, 
fraud snd corruption, pery'adIng not only every 
department of the government, butthe manage- 
ment of almost every corporation or asuociatiou 
win-re individuals are intrusted with the mone- 
tary interests of otLcrs. To this cause, more 
than any other, may be ascribed the constantly 
recurring failures of business men arid enter- 
prites. 
In this country almost any avocation 


pttriued with proper energy and application, and 
witli a fair degree of judgment, will prove sulli- 
cienlly remunerative to supply the means of sub- 
sistence; but the most conspicuous cause of non- 
sucix'ss.is I hat the drafts upon business resources 
for living expenses are cxcesslvt-j and gradually 
absorb the capital ill use, till a season ofdepies- 
Sinn compels a surrender. 


The cxi«!iidituie of ou.n's income i» certainly 


a initler to be controlled by each Individual 


ti,.usu a 


trull of liis own, and finding nothing to make 


. life desirable to him, he is not. permitted by his 


ovv u act to relinquish U. 


Having once assumed the responsibility of a 


family, and drawn around him those dependent 
upon him for support and happiness, his hide 
prudence of act ion Is forever relinquished, and 
hit da'ly life becomes a subject of soqial aud 
legal restraint and coercion. The law recog- 
nises the right to compel him to provide sup- 
poil for his family, as well as to prevent the 
sqnandeiing of his acquired means. 


Notwithstanding these Instances of rather 


liberal exercise of governmental authority, there 
arc other directions In winch it is difficult to 
obi nin legislative action for the most positive 
individual and public good. 


The evila of the liquor traffic have been dis- 


cussed on cvury hand, and tho crime and mis- 
er) growing out of it have been portrayed, till 
there is not a man or wonnn but reco^niz-js it 
as a curso to tlie land, spreading destitution 
and crime among its victims, while it degrades 
anil demoralizes those who profit, bv I t ; impov- 
erishing t!u>. individual, at tho sama time tlint 
It burdens the community with the support 
ami maintenance of jails and poor-houses. 


If might be difficult to prohibit the purchase 


ami use of liquors, but no one doubts the right 
of <;overimteuts to prohibit the silo of them. 
Tin; secretary of the Temperance Alliance, of 
K inland, says upon this point: " I claim the 
rljj'it to legislate whenever rny social rights are 
invaded by lite social .acl of another. Ifany- 
th. 13 invades my social rights, certainly the 
tralllc in strong drink does. It destroys my 
primary right of security, by constantly crea- 
ting and stlmuUling social disorder. It In- 
vades my right of equality, by deriving a profit 
from tbe creation of a misery I am taxed to 
support. It impedes my right to free moral 
ami intellectual development, by surrounding 
my path wilb dangers, and by weakening and 
demoralizing society, fiotu which I have a right 
to claim mutual aid and intercourse." 


Thomas Jefferson said, " Were I to com- 


monce my administration again, the first ques- 
tion I would ask, retpecling a candidate for of- 
fice, would be,' Doos he use ardent spirits ?'" 


11 is just there thai the whole difliculty lies. 


The offices and legislative halls are filled with 
politicians; men who make oflice-seeking and 
ofliie-holding a business, desiring tlie place for 
its emoluments, and not for the opportunity lo 
do ^ood ; men who have no principles against 
the use of iiqu'>r,or anything else—iu short, 
no sentimental ideas of morality, or absurd no- 
tions of duty lo their constituencies, to inter- 
fen1 with their ready aequiesence, or surrender 
to the heavy financial arguments of the rum in- 
to irst. 


Tbe remedy is in our own hands.

return to Congress, year after year, men who 
recognize and encourage tlio importation and 
manufacture of liquors, by making it a source 
of national revenue j aud to tho State legisla- 
ture those wbo legalize lite distribution of them 
for the payment of a paltry tax into the State 
treasury. In abort, refuse to vote for any man 
who is not from habit and principle pledged 
against it in any form. And more important 
than either, refuse to admit to your homes, as 
fit associates for your families, men whose 
scaoly self-respe^will permit them, for consid- 
erations of tr»ile,cr fellowship,'to sign an appli- 
cation, to the court'(or license, thereby making 
themselves u directly responsible for tlie wretch 
kicked into the street, or the starving children 


' al home, u though they had pocketed the few 


pei inlet which should have bought them tlie loaf. 
Bender It disreputable to be in any manner 
connectedTflth or 1*spobslble for flje manufac- 
ture or i»le,of liguqw, ajid the legal prohibit Jon 
will be easily obtained'.

may 'be advanced In favor ot "legislative testrlc- 
tiun. It m.ty be urged that tho influence of 
each upon his fellows is such tbat no one CJB 
be rdlowed to pursue a line of conduct, that 
would, if adopted by others, be detrimental to 
Ibem or tbe community in which thef live. It 
can readily be seen that the habits and modes 
of living ofa whole community may be changed 
by the introduction in their midst of a single 
family accustomed to a different course of life; 
and just so tho lavish expenditure that might 
with propriety be incurred by the wealthy 
class»ss, has extended its Influence lo all others, 
until it lias become the almost universal rule of 
society to live beyond one's moans. It is al- 
ways easy to adopt luxurious habits, and diffi- 
cult to lellriquisli them. Once acquired they 
become a part of the possessor, ty be maintained 
at any cost, even of integrity and honor. 


It is this that has made the American people 


a nation of money aeekers. 


I have read " that a continuous pursuit of 


richct, In order to support a vain, expenditure, 
will corrupt the purest soul," There certainly 
could not ba a more thorough exemplification 
of the truth of the sentiment than is piesented 
in this day aim nation. Purity is the excep- 
tion, corruption and dishonor the rule ; and this 
is Ihe case simply because tho habit of vain ex- 
penditure has taken possession of.the people. 


While itis not possible or deiirable to regu- 


late by legislation lite uses to which men shall 
apply their means, it is botli possible and proper 
to prohibit expenditure beyond one's means, 
which can pretty effectively be accomplished by 
a legal abolition, throughout all depaitmcnts of 
business, of tlie present system of credits, al- 
lowing no manner of indebtedness to ba created, 
except, it shall be secured by the tuusfer of 
aclual real estate. 
This would necessarily 


create some ornbariassuient iu business elides, 
particularly to those doing au extended busi- 
ness upon an inadequate capital, and possibly 
ciiiise some distress to deserving people, as

Large fortune!) would only bo obtained by a 
continuous and persistent cour^a of upright 
dealing and attention to busitieM. The pres- 
ent demoralizing and dishonest s stein of gam- 
bling in stocks, oreventbestiples of life, would 
be discontinued, and men wott'J be content 
with tnpdcrate earnings and s.ifu investments, 
with a fair return and a certainty of its contin- 
uance. 


Already social and political economists ar« 


expmiding considerable thought t [ion the ques- 
tion of collossal foitunes, ihei,- detrimental in- 
fluence upon society, and the n ethods for their 
prevention. U might ba possible to adopt a 
system of direct taxation up'ii, a graduated 
scale, increasing in geometrical pioportiou to 
the anvjunt of the individual estate, so as to 
render it impossible to accumulate beyond a 
given point. 


Sorai such goverumental restriction is likely 


to prove necessary to the permanency of a re- 
publican form of government, tc the end that 
it will prevent the growth of tint caste so in- 
seperahle from a despotic government and so 
essential to the one and disastrous to tho other. 


While they have been selling Raphaels in

I be- 
ieve the teason why Sir Joshua Reynolds was 
o true to nature was his method of placing his 
ikeness close to the sitter, and theu retiring lo 


the end of the room and comparing the two. 
Now I am satisfied nothing can be so good in 
painting as having the object you are painting 
belore yon. If a student has lo paint the leg 
of a table, the leg of a table should be before 
him.

I orrce 
went to call upon William Allan, who after- 
ward became President of the Scotch Academy, 
and as I entered his room he said, "Stoprdon't 
move—don't move for the world."

is perfect Iu form. His oflicers of state, several 
of the chief of whom accompanied us over the 
grounds, have their titles and gradations as they 
or those who went before them had iu Oude. 
The king has threw principal houses in his little 
kingdom, and has named thorn respectively 
"Sultan Khauah,"" Azud Muuzil," and "Zurd 
Kootee."

immersed in a solution of sulphuric acid ; and 
he grain or stamping upon it 15 done either by 
baud or by machinery, similar to that for tlie 
purpose of dicing or graining. Very fine small 
iki us for gloves are often prepared by immersion 
in a solution of alum and salt, instead of tan- 
ning, flour and the yolk of egi»s being afterward 
applied to soften and whiten. Buff leather, 
tot now quite so much in request as in former 
days, was at first made from the skin of an 
animal called the Jiuffe, or urns, which was 
then common in Western Europe.

the leather wais always a tawny yellow, and the 
skins gave tLe name to the color.

eatuer was first made at (JarJova, in Spain, 
Voin hides dressed to be used with the grain 
aide ontward. It was from this leather that the 
title of cordwainer came. Russia leather is 
tanucd in an infusion of willow or birch bark, 
ind derives its peculiar and long-enduring odoi 
rout the birch oil witli which it is dressed. 
Levant leather is first " struck out" in warn: 
water on a mahogany table, " blacked with log- 
wood aud iron liquor, theu polished by revolv- 
ug rollers, and "grained up " by tlie workmen 
with a " corking board " ou a table. The gram 
s set into the leather in a hot stove, and after 
this it is oiled with cod-oil. In finishing japar> 
led leather the japanning mixture is worked 
>y the hand alone. This mixture consists sirn- 
>ly of linseed-oil and Prussian blue, the last 
:oat being of liuseed-oil and laiup-black, put 
eveuly over the surface as it lies spread out ou 
a table. No machine has, as yet, been made 
o supersede the hand iu this part of the work. 
'.n the blacking of akins a mixture of ox-blood 
nd acetate of Iron is now very often used 
Gooti Word*. 


SOME NOTABLE RELICS. — A Hindoo now in 
iondon, C/oomara Swamy, has recently pub- 
ished a history of the famous relic of find- 
dua — bis tooth — the posessiou of which has 
;iven lise to battles. It is now in Ceylon and 
beleivcd to be essential to tho preservation of 
bat country. But there is a tooth of Sir Isaac 
Newton, set iu a ring, and worn by a nobleman, 
which was purchased iu 1816 for £730. In 
he " World of Woudeis," which is the author i- 
y for this statement, there is quite a list^of 
'elics which are worthless except as relics. 
I'lie prayer-book tised by Charles I. when on 
he iicattold was sold in 1S85 for a hundred 
guineas.

for JK500. Sternes wig brought in London 200

The^Tairres use the most seiions precautions 


to avoid even the appearance of taking the 
King's name in vain. As soon as a new mon- 
arch grasps the ancestral assegas, and hangs out 
the tiger's tail over his hut, his name becomes 
sacred. It may not be used in oidiuary dis- 
course, and to avoid puns, no word remotely 
resembling it in sound may be employed. 
The 


consequence u a rapid aud radicat'change of 
the language in obedience to etiquette. Women 
must, shun anything like the sound even «f the 
names of remote auceslois of tho royal family. 
Thus, In England, If Uall're etiquette prevailed, 
we could not talk of tiie Georgics of Virgil, or 
mention Sussex street, or whisper a reference 
to the Albeit Memoii.il. The Zulu women may 
not call water " amanzi," because tlieie is a z 
in the name of a late king. In this respect our 
manners aie the very reverse of those of sav- 
»ges; and we revel in our Albert buscuits and 
.borne whisky with a sense <if loyalty, not of ir- 
reverence. 
On the other hand, tlie modesty 


which foibids a European to call his father or 
randfather Jack or Tom is exaggerated among 


ruder races. 
Over about two-thirds of the 


globe, roughly speaking, all kinsfolk addrets 
each other by complicated terms expressive of 
distant degrees of relationship. 
We may call a 


distant cousin "Jim ;" but an Iroquols would 
solemnly say, "Second cousin by the mother's 
side, tlnice removed, can you lend me a dollar ?" 
or whatever it might be. There is probably 
some super-stition at the bottom of this aversion 
to the use of personal names. In New Caleuo- 
nia the natives often give theii children the 
names of natural objects, as Morning Star, 
Sweet Potato or Thunder Cloud, as it happens. 
If the child dies, the old name must no longer 
be given to the natural"object; and the Morn- 
ing Star and Sweet Potato receive fresh appel- 
lations. The result is that New Caledonian 
dialects aie excessively fluctuating, and near 
neighbors soou find out tbat they cannot un- 
d-rstand each other. 
Perhaps the refined mod- 


ern habit of giving strange names in announce- 
ments of deaths and marriages has some rela- 
tion to tills savage etiquette. 
"At 15 Jemima 


Buildings, Thomas, ('Wee Wobbles,') infant 
son of John Robinson." 
"At St. Swithin's, 


Henry Jones, to Mary Brown, ('Pigsy,') daugh- 
ter of the late 
Brawn, Esq., of Hackney 


Wick." These are examples of the announce- 
ments which have often amazed us, and it is 
not easy io see why brides and dead infants 
should be publicly insulted. Tlie unexplored 
and mysterious etiquette of the middle classes 
has, doubtless, savage analogies, but the eye of 
comparative science cau pry no further. 
For 


the present, it inay be enough to observe that 
savages do not conceal, but shout aloud in the 
stieets the "strong" or "honor-giving'' nauies 
of their rjreat men. 
In the same way the civil- 


ized snob always pronounces the titles of any 
earls and dukes he may happen to know, as it 
were with the voice of a trumpet.—The Salur- 
dny Review. 


A RARE MKDAI. PLOWISD-UP.—The Balti- 


more Sure Says: 
"While plowing recently 


near Waverly, Baltimore County, a colored 
mau turned up a medal in good preservation, 
dated Nov. 22, 1739. On the one side is* 
likeness of Admiral Vernon, with sword in 
hand, surrounded by the words, 'The British 


revived by Admiral Vernon.' On tlie re- 


verse, ships attacking a fortification, with tlie 
inscription,' We took Porto Bello with six 
ships*' Admiral Vernon was a Member of Par- 
liament, and, opposing the Ministry, declaied 
tbat be could take Porto Bello with six ships. 
His offer was accepted, and he was completely 
successful. 
He failed, however, with a larger 


force, in assaulting Carthagena, and his subse- 
quent career did not realize his earlier prestige. 
The Washington mansion derived its name 
' Mount Vernon,' from the Porto Cello success. 
Persons skilled in such matters have no 
knowledge of a similar medal m this-country, 
though doubtless they are well known in Eng- 
land. Mi. J. S. Carswell has presented this, 
valuable medal to the Maryland Historical So- 
ciety, and, in a letter 'to^Rev. George A. 
Leakin, states that the field was formerly owned 
by the Gorsueh family, deriving their patent 
from George II., through Lord Baltimore; that 
there yet remains part of the original log cabin, 
and that arrows, with hatchets, show that here 
had been previously an Indian village.''

The htlle man (de- 
scribed also as a wrestler) was "undera cloud" 
iu consequence of some offense, arid lie spoke 
perhaps more defiantly than everr his vvorrl t« 
his superiors ; but I should say h« would ut no 
time be very bland. When Ins assistants hesi- 
tated, he daslred his hand into tiie jar and 
pulled out huge cobras, whose touch is dealh. 
'1 here was no charming or jugglerv, brrt merely 
a danger-oils exhibition of llie-king'i pete. One 
could scarcely, as one looked ou tire coolness of 
the operation, remove from one's mind tlie im- 
pression that the reptiles had been robbed of 
their deadly poison ; hut they had not. The 
king would have no such shams about him. 
Ihe charm is In tho power lo kill. All that the 
little man affected was downright hardihood, 
induced by long practice, and of course, by a 
knowledge of the habits of cobras. 


Around the menageries are llrose solid pic- 


turesque little buildings, with marble floors and 
stuccoed walls, so much in request in tbe East. 
They are so constructed thai the ex-king or his 
friends are able lo rest almost al any poinl 
while walking among the pets of the uienagci ie. 
At night every part of these, buildings, and in- 
deed almost of the entire grounds, is lit up vvitli 
innumerable small Jumps of different colors, 
reflected Ir-oui tlie" ceiling's 'by' similar coloiecl 
bails—very dear from their gorgeousness to Ibe 
heart of an eastei 'r potentate, as they are pleas- 
ing to Hie imagination of his people. The only 
other noticeable fact is that (as in all eastei n 
bouses I have seen,especially vvheie European 
liabils are imitated) lite gilt and display cover- 
dirty walls, and are further set oil' by articles of 
furniture eniiiely misplaced. The ex-king, ou 
some ground of etiquette, never attends at gov- 
ernment house, bui lie is visited by every vicc- 
ory on selected occasions, and the regulated 
amount of honor is always rneted out to him 
with pinpcily adjusted eastern scales of eti- 
quette. 


He lias an income front the government of 


£10,000 a rnonili, and a small additional sum 
from the rent a native b-a/aar mtlside. his lr-rii- 
tory. Inside those four walls lie spends his en- 
tire income and more. 
At all events, he saves 


nothing, and seldom seems free from a loyal 
craving for money. This will not be wondered 
at when I say Unit he has, iu addition lo two 
uiairied wives, 38 maliuls (thai is, persons who 
bear childien), and 100 begums—who, 1 pre- 
sume, do not. Fancy lite amount required in 
London for 141 ladies, royal in positious at 
leastl He has als. living a family of31 sous 
and 25 daughlers, and he lost a son, some days 
ago. 
He spends bis da>sin his menagerie, arrd 


in drawing, painting, and wilting poetry. 
His 


songs are said to be excellent, according to na- 
tive taste, arrd some which are called after bis 
name—"Hu/rut-KI-Thoongree"—are sung by 
dancing girls all over Calcutta, Benares, aud 
many other of the principal lowna of India. His 
ex-majesty's evenings are spent among mirsi- 
cians and dancing girls. 


One of bis four principal housed, all of which 


are furnished "in great style," is selected for 
tho day, and there he passes the night—Calcut- 
ta meanwhile as ignorant of his pleasure arid 
be of ils as if he were still iu in Oude. 
Every 


avenue to the palaces is guarded grimly, and 
woe lo the person who attempts to bleak the 
guard. All this cannot be maintained without 
lavish expenditure; in fact, the king maintains 
a little town, providing the elite of it will) choice 
amusement, and Hie whole town-with amuse- 
ment of some sort, in addition to providing 
them with means of living. The little camp is 
in iu> way, loyal—as easlein people uudeistand 
royalty. The menagerie costs, in feeding, XjOO 
a month. The grounds are beautifully kept, 
and employ 300 gardeners; who, of course, 
must be paid. The people employed are more 
Ihan feudal retainers; they belong to the ex- 
kmg_b_ody and soul; atidifau order had been 
given for the snake chief, with his grim surly 
face and his well-knit limbs, to spring upon 
Colonel Thomson and throttle him ou the, spot 
the man would at least have tried to obey. 
Such is the life of one of our ex-kin"s. 


BVINBUKNE'S POEMS AND BALLADS, 


POKMS AND BALLADS, by Algernon Charles 


Swinburne. (Second series.) 12 mo. pp. 
200. U. Worthiugton. 
The class of readers to whom Mr. Swin- 


burne • high-wrought plctuics of SDIIIUOUS pas- 
sion appeal hi vain by tho spl.ndor of tho 
Imagery and tlie dazzling glow of their coloring, 
will find Iu this volume a rich collection of 
studies on tho secret ot artistic eflort. Apart 
from the subtlety and boldness of bis thought, 
his mastery of the resources of lancuaoo Is a 
perpetual surprise. The exquisite mechanism 
of poetry is combined with tho soul of inspira- 
tion in such harmonious proportions as lo leave 
you al a loss how far you aro bathed in the es- 
sence of song, or made to wonder at tho achieve- 
ments of skill. Mr. Swinburne's vocabulary, 
while choice arid elegant, does not gr-eatly af- 
fect the use of newly-coined words, or the re- 
vival of expiesslons which, in losing their fresh- 
ness, have gained an antique grace. Notwith- 
standing his classical tastes, his diction is main- 
ly derived from the homely dialect of every dav 
llf«. Hut under Ihe touch of the magician, the 
words ol Ihe sleeet and the household are trans- 
muted Into golden Ingots, chains of pearl, aud 
caskets of diamonds, assuming through Tbe 
Klamour of fancy, the shape of tho clouds al the 
dawn of day, «r the purple radiance of sunset. 
It is a curious study to follow the poet, through 
ihe changes of expression which spring up as he 
presents the old familiar terms transfigured with 
robes and singing garlands. In epit* of his sub- 
tle fancies, Swinburne is essentially a dalnly 
artist iu the handling of words. His ideas are 
not original, his senllmeiits are nol profound, 
his emotions are without the ruddy hue of rial- 
ural feeling, he imparts no lessons of ethical im- 
port, nor approaches the deeper springs of JMS- 
sion; but as a master of verbal painting ou a 
grand scale he may summon to his feet the stu- 
dent of expression, wbo will hardly find his 
peer among tbe living llghls of literature.

the wondrous skill with which he glorifies fa- 
miliar scenes with (he magic of language:—

DE MUBSET'S DRAMAS.—Alfred da Musiet 


had au early desire to distinguish himself as a 
dramatic writer, out ms want or success aoflrsi 
for many yeais prevented him from making a 
second attempt. So far back as 1830 a piece 
called " La Nuit Venitienne " was played at the 
Odeon Theatre. It quite failed, however, to 
bit the popular taste, aud De Mnsset was so 
disheartened by this failure tbat for IT years 
no piece of his appeared on the Parisian stage, 
tbougn, from time to time, he wrote and pub- 
lished in the Hevue des Deux Monies some of 
his now best-known comedies, such as " II ne 
•Faut Jurerde Rien," and others. The story of 
a second appearance of a work of De Mussel's 
on the stage is not a little singular. 
In Iti37 


he wrote a short comedy, called "Capiicc," 
which appeared as usual iu the Revue des Deux 
Uondfi. 
About 1845, M. Bocage, Director of 


the Odeon Theatre, was desirous of putting 
" Caprice " ou the stage, but for some reason 
it was decided at tbat time not to represent, it. 
But an actress, Mile. Allan-Despreanx, had be- 
come very popular with the theatre goers of 
St. Petersburg. Being desirous of playing some 
new and small piece at the Royal Theatre, she 
saw a short Russian play acted, which was so 
suitable tbat she desired to have it translated 
into French. She was told tbat it was a French 
piece which bad been translated into Russian, 
and was from the pen of Alfred de Mussel. It 
was played before the Russian Court, aud the 
actress, when engaged in 1847 to appear in 
Paris at Ihe Comedle-Fiancalse, chose one of 
her first two roles, the character of J/ailemoi- 
sdlf de Lery, arid Alfred de Mussel was Itence- 
forth, after this successful and singular reiitro- 
ducliuu of his works, one of tbe most popular 
of French dramatic writers.—The Spectator.

In calmer days he, 
under the cold shade of a settled order, might 
have been known by a fame such as that of 
Shaw the Life Guardsman — ho might have 
cloven a cuirassier to the saddle — having been 
a good-natured, pleasant enough fellow in a 
bat rack-room or a bivouac among those who 
do not pretend to knightly qualities. Aud can 
we say that it was a gain to -Mural, or to tlie 
world, that he was allowed to rise so high ? 
Tbe chances which made him a King brought 
out also Ills noiable defects — allowed ua to 
know him only loo well. His memory cannot 
be wholly respected. 
He has left a name 


which, though it has electrified the world, yet 
serves to illustrate the universality of a proverb, 
Napoleon set on horseback a beggar who rode 
to the devil.— liladaoood's Magazine. 


A matter of interest in selenography is a re- 


cent discovery by Dr. Hermann J. Klein, of 
Cologne, who for twelve years has made a study 
of the moon.

How THE SIL.VKR DOIJ.AU WOIIKS.—The 


minis have now coined in tbe neighborhood of 
8,000,000 silver dollars, and will continue to 
com them afier the 1st of July at the rate of 
about 2,000,000 a month. There will thercfoej 
be about 20,000,000 of this debased coin in ex- 
istence on ihe 1st of January next. Alrnos-j 
the whole amount of dollars thus far coined is 
still In possesbiou of the Government. 
People 


do not want them, and it is utterly impossible 
to get them Into circulation. The issue of sil- 
ver certificates has reached an aggregate of 
$1,402,000, bul these ceitificates, like'the dol- 
lars themselves, come directly back to the Gov- 
ernment as soon as they arc issued. 
The 


Treasury now has in its various olllces $1,338,- 
110 of them. The present operation of ths sil- 
ver law is as follows : The Government was 
compelled at the start to use gold coin to pur- 
chase silver bullion, but as soon as the first mil- 
lion of silver dollars were coined the bullion 
was paid for in these dollais. The seller of 
bullion immediately passed the silver dollars to 
brokers, who paid (hern back to the Govern- 
ment for customs duties. As soon as tbe issue 
of silver certificates was begun by the Govern- 
ment these took the place of the silver dollars 
in payment for silver bullion. The bullion 
broker now receives silver certificates for his 
bullion, and the silver dollars do not go out of 
the possession of the Government at all. 
The 


silver certificates are passed to brokers and used 
in the payment of duties. They are nol a le- 
gal tender, aud are not sought for arty other 
puipose. As tho Government will only pur- 
chose bullion at the'rate of $2,000,000 a mouth, 
not more than $2,000,000 worth of certificates 
are brought into use, and this anuunt will be 
sufficient lo cover (he silver bullion business 
for the remainder of tbe year. It is calculated 
al tbe Treasury Department that by the 1st of 
January next, the Government will" have beau 
deprived of at least ten millions of gold, which 
it would have received if silver and silver cer- 
tificates were nol used for tbe payment of du- 
ties. 
Should the Treasmy Department in- 


crease the amount of coinage, the use of sil- 
ver certificates for the paymeut of duties would 
be correspondingly increased, and the Govern- 
ment would be wholly deprived of its supply 
of gold coin.

cover from them twenty-nine thousand three 
hundred and forty-four dollars—moneys of the 
bant, alleged to have been fraudulently Con- 
verted by them to their own use, while acting 
as trustees of the bank. The former secretary 
of tlie bank has confessed that he purchased se- 
curieties below par value, but charged par value 
for them on the books. The difference was di- 
dided among the trustees, with ihe.ir knowledge 
and consent. Four of the trustees gave bail in 
ten thousand dollars on Saturday.

HEALING WITH DUCTKABDS. 


Ill the course of the debate "in the House of 


Commons on the 3d instant, when llie Habitual 
Drunkards' bill was read a second time, some 
curious and interesting facts were cited. 
Dr. 


Cameron said that the report of the committee 
summed up the Information which had'been 
laid bpfore them by staling that confirmed and 
habir.unl drunkenness soon passed till* acondl* 
lion of disuse uncontrollable by Ihe Iml'.vldiiul 
nnlnls bv extraneous influence; that the rtiv 
ease, if trpHle.il on lliis theory, was susceptible 
of cure; ihat the average number of cures were 
fiom 3-'l lo JO per cent, of admissions, and that 
Ihe cures were as complete and permanent as 
of any other form of diieasa, uioutal or physi- 
cal. The reason tha proportion of cures was 
not greater was to be ascribed to the want or" 
power to iuducft or compel persons to submft 
to treatment for the requisite pciiod. 
Two 


classes of patients were to be dealt with—vol- 
untary patients and those sent at the instance 
of their frieuda. 
Of 0,0)3 cases it appeared 


thH 94 per cent, were voluntary patifliits ;. for 
In their lucid intervals habitual drunkards 
would in many cases do anything to have them- 
selves reclaimed, so anxious were tl^y lo be 
restrained from what they knew had brought 
them to ruin. But besides these there were the 
dependent class of habitual drunkards—the 
father or the sun, for instance. In the case of 
voluntary patients an habitual drunkard might 
go before a niagistrale and sign an undertaking 
to remain in a given inebriate asylum for a de- 
fiiiile per iod, and the magistrate, after satisfy- 
ing himself that the drunkard understood the 
cfleet of this undertaking, would countersign 
the document, the elTiict of proceeding being 
Hut the applicant was no longer a free agent, 
but bad to be subject to the restraint he had 
engaged to submit to. In the second class ol 
cases, the relatives might go Iwfore a magistrate 
aild Obtain m>\tUf>m.>»a 
ro/juii-jiig Iho n»X»iVi 


drunkard to appear before tlie court. 
Every 


safeguard was provided against any abuse ol 
power, and the power of liberation was given 
first to the manager of the asylum, with the 
consent of two justices of the peace* The evi- 
dence showed that there existed a very close 
analogy between habitual drunkenness and the 
vaiious forms especially of mental disease. lie 
would not discuss tho question whether dipso- 
mania was a vice or a disease; but there could 
be no doubt that habitual drunkenness closely 
approximated lo insanity. It li.-id buen shown 
that 20 per cent, of English lunacy and 14 per 
cent, of American lunacy was due to habitual 
drunkenness, That statement was borne out 
by the last* rcpoit of the Lunacy Commissiot 
when it was said that drunkenness was the 
most prolific cause of insanity and directly re- 
sponsible for 15 pur cent, of thu entire number 
of lunatics in the asylums of England anil 
Wales. The heridilary tendency to lunacy was 
also frequently the effect of excessive drunken- 
ness. In some cases men who had hitherto 
been sober and sleady became suddenly intem- 
perate after a sunstroke or ufter receiving a 
blow or a wound. There was a monomaniaca 
character about the offenses commit/led by many 
drunkards in their cups. Fiom 1?44 to 1S05 
one woman was committed 137 times for bein, 
drunk, in which condition she invariably smash- 
ed windows, and at last drowned herself. Ai 
old soldier who was wounded in the head stoli 
nothing but Bibles and was transported for the 
seventh theft. 
Another man stole spades, a 


woman shoes, and a man was ttatisported for 
the seventh theft of a tub, although tubs hac 
iioLhiug to do with his occupation or prospects, 
All Dr. Cameron asked was power to apply a 
rational remedy to a diseased condition of the 
system. There was nothing' new or startling 
iu what he ptoposed, as there were a mmibero 
institutions already in existence. At E liubiit'gh 
the Queeusberry House 
refuge had existet 


since ISG2, and the lodge since 1800. There 
were also several in London; and how mncl:

Nev 
erlheless, from 3!i Lo 40 per cent, of permanent 
cures were effected. 
Out of 111 caies treated 


at Edinburgh UT cures had been effected, and 
care was taken in this return to eliminate tern 
porary cures that had not been tested by the 
lapse of yeats. The articles which had bee 
wtitten by Dr. Bucknell, the Lord Cluneollor's 
visitor, as a result of his visit to the United 
Slates, worn marked by strong prejudice, as 
wlien he went io far as to say that he was "ou' 
of all patience with maudlin seiilimnutallty.' 
Dr, Bucknell suggested that the best thing that 
could happen was lhal tho drunkard should ruin 
himself and his property pass into worthier 
bauds. Dr. Uucknell's statements called forth 
tha most conclusive replies. It was staled Ihat 
Dr. Buckuell's reports were founded ou supe 
tidal and limileJ information and that he had 
not visited asylums the success of which trad 
surpassed the wildest dreams of nnthusiastic 
supporters. 
Careful inquiry showed that 00 


percent, of those wuolud p.vised through them 
continued to be sober persons. 


Sir IT. Kay-Sliutlleworlli instanced a case of 


a man iu Chester who had been convicted sixty 
three times, aud who out of twenty years had 
spent during that lime leu and a half years in 
ptison.

£:JOO or £400. Professor Leone Levi, iu bin 
evidence before the CamuiiU.ee of the House of 
Loids, stated that the number of habitual drun- 
kards had increased and was increasing consid- 
erably.

with the offense of drun- 


kenness in tht year I8SS' was, in roiiml num- 
bers, lo,000, but that in the year 1875 the num- 
ber had lisento 34,000, and Ihat the number. 
of female habitual drunkards iii 1S5H was 4,000, 
but 1S75 the number had increasnd to 13,000. 
Taking into account the increase of population 
he said that was an increase of 70 per cent.

The tropical tanks show great biilllancy of 
color and cnrlosliy of form. These tanks aie 
filled witli collcclloul from liermuda and Ba- 
hama Islands.

The serial of marble tanks, for lake and other
